DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 32-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Loomus (3,927,798). Loomus discloses, in figs 1-5, a vented cap comprising a plurality 
of threads 18, a lug member 12, 14 having a vent24, 26 extending along the interior 
extent of said lug member (fig. 3), the vent having a first end open adjacent a mouth of 
the cap and a second open end extending through the plurality of threads (see figs. 2 
and 4), and a gasket 40. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-31 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 9/14/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argued that Loomis does not teach limitations as claim and teaches 
away from the use for which Applicant's invention is intended, for example, the 
current invention is designed to release pressure from pressurized system only 
when a seal is broken, venting does not occur when the cap is closed, but only 
when it is open. However, that is not found convincing because Loomis disclose 
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a vent cap comprising limitations substantially as claimed as pointed in the 
rejection above; The limitations of "the current invention is designed to release 
pressure from pressurized system only when a seal is broken", and "venting does 
not occur when the cap is closed, but only when it is open" are not required in the 
claims. 

Applicant further argued that the baffle plate 40 in the Loomis invention couldn't 
be considered as a gasket because the term "gasket" is a rubber material used to 
make a joint fluid-tight. However, it is not persuasive because Loomis discloses 
in col. 2, lines 39-42, the baffle is provided to addition assure that no spillage of 
liquid can occur; therefore, the baffle plate 40 has a function of sealing as a 
gasket. Although Loomis does not disclose material of the baffle plate 40, baffle 
plate is made of rubber which is inherent or well known in the art, for example, 
Hawkinson, US patent 4,168,012) teaches in fig. 2, and col. 2, lines 14-20, a 
baffle plate made from rubber.
